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Diet Wrangle

Going Strong 


The Diet yesterday continued | 
to be the scene of a hectic | 
verbal battle between the Gov- 


ernment and Opposition over 
the scope within which Japan- 
based U.S. Security Forces may 
be deployed overseas under a 
new security treaty. 

Socialist Tokuji Kameda, who 
sparked the controversy before 
the House of Councillors 
Budget Committee Monday, 
took Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama to task in the same 
committee for contradictory 
statements made by Govern- 
ment and its party leaders on 
the matter, 

Questioned by Kameda Mon- 
day whether American forces 
based in Japan could be deploy- 
ed outside the Far Eastern area, 
Fujiyama had said, “Theoreti- 
ally, they can be mobilized any- 
where.” 

But a statement Tuesday by 
Liberal-Democratic Party Secre- 
tary General Shojiro Kawa- 
shima, quoted Fujiyama as re- 
porting to party executives: 
“The scope of mobilization of 
the American troops is limited 
as a rule to the Far East in the 
light of the spirit and purpose 
of the new treaty.” 

At yesterday's committee 
meeting, Kameda asked Fuji- 
yama to clarify what was meant 
by his statement that “the U.S. 
forces as a rule can be deploy- 
ed only within the Far Eastern 
area.” 

Fujiyama said: “It is only na- 
tural that the areas for Ameri- 
can troops’ deployment should 
be limited to the Far Eastern 
area, since the new treaty is 
aimed at ensuring peace in the 
Far East.” 

However, he indicated that 
there would be some exceptions. 
But he added: “The U.S. Securi- 
ty Forces in Japan will not be 
sent far away from the Far 
East.” 

He went on to say, “Even 
if Japan were attacked by Chi- 
nese or Russian forces based in 
remote areas, it is undersirable 
that the American troops be 
sent that far.” 

“This is because,” he said, 
“the purpose of the security 
pact is to get the American 
troops to defend the Japanese 
mainiand.” 

Fujiyama added, however, 
that “the U.S. is free to send 
troops from its bases outside 
Japan, such as Guam.” 

Kameda charged that creation 
of missile launching bases in 
Okinawa will drive Japanese 
fishermen from their fishing 
grounds. 

Fujiyama replied: “The Gov- 
ernment is negotiating with the 
U.S. to protect the interests of 
Japanese fishermen.” 

Agriculture-Forestry Minister 
Takeo Fukuda said the Govern- 
ment is asking the U.S. not to 
establish maneuver grounds in 
waters important to Japanese 
bonito and tuna fishermen. 

Tadashi Chida, Independent, 
suggested that Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi or his deputy 
gz0 to Peiping in an effort to 
dispel Red China’s misunder- 
standings. 

Kishi said, “I have it in mind, 
but I don’t think this is the 
time to do that.” 

He said he thought it better 
for the present to encourage 
economic and cultural’ ex- 
changes. He based his belief on 
the fact that the two countries 
have different political views on 
matters such as the Taiwan 
issue. '

Gov't Hopes 
To Sign Pact 
By Jan. 20 


The revised security pact will 
be signed by Japan and the U.S. 
between the end of this year and 
Jan. 20, Foreign Minister Ail- 
chiro Fujiyama revealed yester- 
day.. 

Fujiyama, replying to ques- 
tions by Socialist Seiichi Katsu- 
mata in the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, said the pact 
would be signed regardless of 
whether the Supreme Court had 
given its decision on the con- 
stitutionality of stationing U.S. 
troops in Japan. 

As examples of the treaty’s 
“prior consultation” clause, 
Fujiyama said that hostilities 
involving U.S. forces in Korea 
would require consultation with 
the Japanese Government before 
U.S. troops could be deployed 
from Japan. 

He also said that maintaining 
American warships, aircraft 
and other war equipment in 
Japan for extended periods also 
would require prior consulta- 
tion. 

Japanese Self-Defense Forces 
would only be employed under 
the provisions of the treaty in 
the defense of Japan, he added, 
which meant that JSDF troops 
would not be deployed outside 
Japanese territory. 

Fujiyama also told the com- 
mittee that Japanese reparations 
payments to, Vietnam will have 
a favorable effect on trade be- 
tween the two nations. 

By building up the Vietnamese 
economy and increasing: that na- 
tion’s purchasing power, he 
said, Japan would be expanding 
her own markets and building 
faith in Japanese goods. 

He said Japan and South Viet- 
nam cannot enter into a treaty 
of commerce and navigation at 
this time.

Informants said the Govern-

Nod to Peiping Would 
Benefit Japan: Asakai 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah (AP) 
—The Japanese ambassador to 
the United States said Tuesday 
his Government wants to be 
consulted if the United States 
considers recognition of Com- 
munist China. 

Ambassador Koichiro Asakai 
said United States recognition 
of Communist China would af- 
fect Japan tremendously. Japan 
does not recognize the Pelping 
Government. 

Recognition of Communist 
China would be very helpful to 
Japan economically, the ambas- 
sador said, “because Japan tra- 
ditionally has received many 
raw materials from its neigh- 
boring country.’ But he point- 
ed out that the pclitical prob- 
lem of recognition must be con- 


sidered with the economic as- 


pects. 

And the politics of recogni- 
tion, he said, is the major prob- 
lem. 

The ambassador predicted 
Asia would closely follow the 
U.S. presidential elections next 
year to see if they would change 
Asian policy. He did not ejabo- 
rate. 

Asakai said negotiations are 
under way in Japan to revise 
the security treaty with the 
United States. He preditted the 
treaty would be signed next 
year and possibly by 1970, U.S. 
forces could be withdrawn from 
Japan, depending upon the 
political climate at that time.

| The vote was 78 to 0. 
| Canada introduced an 11-na-

Committee by giving it labora- 
tory facilities of other na- 
tions. 


The resolution was cosponsor- 
ed by Argentina, Austria, Ca- 
nada, Czechoslovakia, Ghana, 
Ireland, Italy, Japan, Mexico, 
New Zealand and Norway—a 
cross section of East-West and 
neutral groups. 

Canadian Secretary of State 
for External Affairs Howard 
Green announced that Canada 
makes its laboratories available 
for such a worldwide analysis. 

Japanese U.N. Ambassador 
Dr. Koto Matsudaira also an- 
nounced his country would 
throw open its laboratories. 

The United States said it al- 
ready was making its facilities 
available. Russia said she 
would support the resolution, 
without flatly stating she 
would open her laboratories.

Seoul Cool 
To Japan Bid 
On Detainees 


SEOUL (UPI)—Foreign Vice 
Minister Choi Kyu Ha Wednes- 
day indirectly rejected a report- 
suggestion that 
South Korea release Japanese 
fishermen detained in Korea 
before Japan agrees to a re- 
patriation pact with the Seoul 
Government. 

Choi declined to comment 
directly on the reported Japa- 
nese position. 


But, he said, South Korea “has 
completely fulfilled” its obliga- 
tions under the December 1957 
agreement for the mutual re- 
lease of detainees. 


“It is Japan that has failed 
to fulfill the agreement. Japan 
must first show sincerity by re- 
leasing all Koreans detained at 
Omura.”

Urged to Up 
Sea Defense 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The 
supreme allied commander for 
the Atlantic Wednesday called 
for increased contributions by 
all NATO nations to defend the 
vital sea link between North 
America and Europe 

Adm. Jerauld Wright told a 
conference of NATO parliament- 
arians “the defense of the 
Atlantic is not a one or a 


two or a three-nation task. It: 


is what we call an ‘all hands 
job,’ one to which all NATO na- 
tions can contribute.” 

He added, “We appreciate 
that most nations cannot afford 
the highly complex and sophis- 
sticated naval weapons involved 
in all aspects of naval defenses, 
but there are many tasks in 
which they all have the technic- 
al capability and, we hope, the 
economic capacity, for increas- 
ed assistance. 

“Such matters are: convoy 
escort operations by ships and 
ASW (antisubmarine warfare) 
and maritime air, mine clear- 
ance, communications support, 
etc.” 

Wright said nuclear-powered 
submarines, homing torpedoes 
and atomic depth charges are 
available to NATO forces, and 
described the interlocking effort 
of Canada and the United 
States to protect the Atlantic 
coast from submarine attack. 


Discuss Sea Limits 

LONDON  (UPI)—Oficials 
from 10 NATO nations and 
Spain sought Tuesday to find a 
common policy on what terri- 
torial and fishing water limits 
should be in the future.

NEW DELHI (UPI)—Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru has 
demanded that Communist 
China withdraw its troops from 
Indian territory as a basis for 
top-level talks on the border dis- 
pute, informed sources said 
Wednesday. 

The sources said the demand 
was made in Nehru’'s latest let- 
ter to Chinese Premier Chou 
En-lai, delivered to the Chinese 
ambassador here Monday. Con- 
tents of the letter will be reveal- 
ed in Parliament in a few days. 


It was reported that Com- 
munist incursions across India's 
borders continue. The Com- 
munists were said to have con- 
structed an airstrip on the 
Aksaichin Plateau in Kashmir 
and to have made another probe 
across the border In the Malik- 
shah region of northern 
Ladakh. 


The Nehru letter was in an- 
swer to Chou’s Nov. 8 suggestion 
that the two leaders meet to dis- 
cuss the dispute following a 
joint 12.5 mile withdrawal of 
Chinese and Indian troops from 
these positions they now occupy. 


Nehru was said to have coun- 
terproposed that both sides 
withdraw to the traditional Mc- 
Mahon Line border. This would 
cause the Reds to evacuate 
Longju, an Indian outpost in 
the Northeast Frontier Agency

NAGASAKI (Kyodo)—A 19% 
year-old Korean youth, who 
tried to smuggle himself into 
Japan in order to go to North 
Korea through the Korean re- 
patriation program in Japan, 
was taken into custody late 
Tuesday night by the Hayaki 
Police in Nagasaki Prefecture. 

The Pusan-born youth, whose 
name was witaheld by the au- 
thorities because he is a minor 
under Japanesé law, was appre- 
hended by the police with 32 
other Korean illegal entrants. 

The youth, a graduate of Pu- 
san’s Kyong Nam High School, 
told police that he was caught 
by Korean police reading a left- 
ist book at his friends’s home 
and warned severely. Since’ 
then he was marked in the 
blacklist as a “dangerous char- 
acter,” he said. 

As the authorities increased 
their pressure on him from 
August, he said, he contacted 
a smuggling broker and left 
Pusan on the night of Nov. 10 
aboard a boat with 32 others 
and landed at Yokojima Island, 
near Sasebo, Nagasaki, Prefec- 
ture. 

Nagasaki police are worried 
that if such stowaways increase 
in the future, the repatriation 
program would be adversely af-. 
fected.

‘The 39 Steps’

A new non-Hitchcock film 
version of John Buchan’s “The 
39 Steps” is scheduled to open 
at Shibuya Pantheon and Mila- 
noza on Nov. 28 under the same 
title. Ralph Thomas. its direc- 
tor, Is apparently inspired as 
much from Hitchcock’s 1935 
version of the same novel as 
from the novel itself which is 
generally credited to be the 
source of modern spy thrillers 
ever since it was written by 
that colorful Seottish born 
politician- novelist in 1915. 


And perhaps Hitchcock, too, 
in creating his more flashy 
“North by Northwest” owes as 
much to the 
version as to his own earlier 
work or the John Buchan liter- 
ature itself. Materials are so 
closely interlaced in these films 
that originality can hardly be 
the virtue to be sought from 
the beginning. Yet director 
Thomas, in his modest handling 
of the theme already so over- 
shadowed by Mr. Hitchcock, 
holds his own quite distinctly 
and delightfully. 


Far slowertempoed than 
Hitchcock pictures, the film 
revels in Scottish scenery shot 
in soft Eastmancolor and local 
characters as much as in the 
central chase.

“Three Dolls Go to Hongkong” 
(which is the English title given 
“O-ne-chan Makare Toru,” open- 
ing Nov. 22 at all Toho theaters) 
is the latest in this new series 
of three-girl films begun back 
in 1955 with “musume-tachi” 
pictures.

“Tsukuda no Watashi” which is 
a reminiscentiy nostalgic play 
telling the story of an uninhi- 
bited and free-hearted daughter 
of Tsukuda Island, that tiny, 
ancient man-made island in the 
estuary of Sumida River whose 
inhabitants boast a history there 
older than the oldest merchant 
quarters in old Edo, and whose 
small put-putting ferry boat 
connecting it with the main 
part of Tokyo is just barely in 
existence today. 

The play faithfully recon- 
structs the landing platforms on 
both sides of the river, and 
thereby promises in the not-too- 
distant future to become one of 
those plays that preserve on the 
stage a relic of a past day. 

Shotaro Hanayagi appears in 
this play in two roles, two sis- 
ters who were born and bred 
on the island, the elder later 
crossing to “the other world” 
across the river and becoming a 
fine matron, the younger to be- 
come the wild black sheep who 
cannot put a curb on her pas- 
sions, and is finally forced by 
circumstances to throw herself 
into the river after a final visit 
to her beloved island. 

Then there is “Ginza Geisha,” 
a typical Matsutaro Kawaguchi 
story, also in nostalgic vein, a 
sort of eulogy to that passing 
(or past?) institution, the true 
born-and-bred cterling quality 
geisha of “the good old days” 
(is another question mark in 
order here?) in the person of 
Yaeko Mizutani who no doubt 
glows with a fire of beauty and 
talent that surpasses that of the 
beauties she portrays on stage. 

This play preserves an image 
of one such romanticized and 
idealized geisha Kofumi, the 
daughter of a now long-dead 
leading geisha and a now pro- 
minent business man. Neither 
\father nor daughter have ever 
openly acknowledged their rela- 
tionship to each other, and this 
mutual reserve and pride make 
their relationship a fine and 
beautiful one in the play. 

Like almost all Shimpa plays, 
“Ginza Geisha” is not free of 
its share of sentimentalism, but 
the play does its best to play it 
down, reserving the revelation 
of the father-daughter relation- 
ship to*the very last tear-jerk- 
ing moments.

Ski Ace Matsuhashi in Sweden 
To Train for Winter Olympics 


STOCKHOLM (AP)—A Japa- 
nese cross-country ski cham- 
pion Tuesday flew into Stock- 
holm at the same time as the 
Swedish capital was blanketed 
by the first snow of the sea- 
son. 


Takashi Matsuhashi, 27 was 
invited by Swedish Ski Associa- 
tion to train for the 1960 Winter 
Olympics at Squaw Valley in 
the Swedish forests. 


He knows Swedish top skiers 
from the international competi- 
tions at Sapporo, Japan, early 
this year, where the Swedes 
took part after pre-Olympic 
tests at Squaw Valley. Swedish 
ski officials then invited him 
to make a final Olympic train- 
ing here with the Swedes. 

Matsuhashi will first join the 
world cross-country relay ski 
champion Erik Larsson at 
the village of Edsbyn in North 
Sweden. Most Swedish top 
skiers take on lumbering as 
part of their training—and so 
will Matsuhashi. 

From there he will travel to 


the well-known sports training 
center of Valadalen and toge- 
ther with Swedish Olympic 
skiers and experts will take 
on his training.

“I am thrilled by the op- 
portunity to come here and I

S. Korea to Adopt 
New Dollar Rate 


SEOUL (AP)—South Korea 
will soon adopt a new exchange 
rate between the U.S. dollar and 
the Korean hwan, the official 
currency of South Korea, it was 
learned Wednesday. 


Finance Minister Son in Sang 
said the new exchange rate will 
be in addition to the current 
official rate of 500 hwan to $1 
set in August 1955 and will be 
applied to dollars possessed by 
foreign tourists, personnel of 
the United Nations Command 
and other foreigners of similar 
status in Korea, the Finance 
Minister said in an announce- 
ment Tuesday. 

Son said the new rate would 
be fixed in consideration of the 
rate prevailing on the free 
market in South Korea but did 
not say what it would be. 

Major newspapers in Seoul, 
“tourist” rate would be around 
1,000 hwan to $1. 

One U.S. dollar is now worth 
more than 1,000 hwan on the 
local market. 

Minister Son. explained that 
the Government decided to 
adopt the new exchange rate to 
“make up for the loss foreign 
tourists suffer through the of- 
ficial exchange rate” which he 
described as “unrealistic in view 
of the real value of the dollar.”

Barring unforeseen develop- 
ments and despite arguments to 
the contrary, it appears almost 
inevitable that Japan’s trade 
relations will continue to lean 
heavily on America. This is 
aside from the question of the 
propriety of such a trend from 
the standpoint of world market 
distribution. 

The following review of Ja- 
pan’s trade relations will give 
some idea as to which way the 
wind is blowing. 

During the nine-year period 
from 1950 to 1958, exports to 
America covered 19.8 per cent 
of the total Japanese exports 
and imports from America 35. 
7 per cent. The respective per- 
centages for 1934-36 were 1.5 
per cent and 24.6 per cent.

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Nuclear Weapons Tests 
Last week the three-power conference on a nuclear test 
ban being held at Geneva took a big step toward an 
eventual agreement for which the United States, United 
Kingdom and Soviet Union had set out on October 3 last 


year. 


It was the compromise reached after two and a half 
hours of discussion on a study of new scientific data con- 
cerning methods of detecting underground nuclear explo- 
sions. With the representatives of the three nuclear 
nations in agreement, it now depends on their respective 
governments to make it final. 


A key problem to be solved before the three powers 
could agree on a ban on tests of nuclear weapons is the 
establishment of an effective system of control and inspec- 


tion of all nuclear explosions. 


Unless violations can be 


detected without an exception, no agreement on prohibition 


is meaningful. 


. 


Yet, the conference which began more than a year ago 
was at a deadlock since early this year because of the 
refusal on the part of the Soviet Union to agree to new 
scientific research to study means of detecting underground 


nuclear blasts. 


Such a program became necessary in the light of data 


compiled by American scientists. 


The United States Gov- 


ernment announced in January this year that new tests 
it had conducted showed “it is much more difficult to 
identify underground explosions than had previously been 


believed.” 


It was also stated that the proposed inspection 


system, being studied at Geneva then, would be “less 
effective” than had been estimated. 


In Geneva, the Western negotiators presented the 
American findimgs before the Soviet delegates, but the 
latter refused to consider the new information contending 
that it had no bearing on the discussion. 

Two weeks ago, however, the Soviet delegate, Mr. 


Semyon Tsarapkin, told the 


conference that his govern- 


ment had reversed its stand on this particular question. 
This announcement, made at the end of a long speech by 
the Russian representative, was welcomed by his Western 
counterparts who said that it would be considered “in the 


most constructive spirit.” 


The work program submitted by the Soviet repre- 
sentative on the following day, however, was labeled by 
the United Kingdom and United States representatives as 
highly unsatisfactory. Nevertheless, there were encourag- 
ing signs that at least steps were being taken toward over- 


coming a big obstacle. 


And then came the agreement on November 13 among 
the three representatives on scientific examination of new 
seismic data on underground explosions after four informal 
discussions had been held during the week. 

When the agreement is approved by the three govern- 
ments, then the nuclear test ban conference would refer 


the matter in question to 


the conference of experts 


scheduled to meet shortly in Geneva for actually working 
out technical details on the methods of detecting sub- 


terranean nuclear blasts. 


The importance of these developments at Geneva is 
accentuated by what has been happening in the United 


Nations. 


It so happened that on the day before the Soviet 


proposal for a scientific study program on underground 
nuclear tests, the Political Committee of the U.N. General 
Assembly voted unanimously to refer all disarmament 
proposals to the 10-power conference to begin at Geneva 


early next year. 


This action was all the more significant and encourag- 
ing because the Political Committee represents the 8&2 
members of the United Nations, and the resolution to refer 


all disarmament proposals to the forthcoming 


Geneva 


parley was sponsored by the entire membership of the 


General Assembly. 


Such a disarmament plan would indeed be ineffective 
unless a workable system of controlling and inspecting 
nuclear weapons tests were established at the same time.’ 


For, in modern armament, nuclear 


weapons occupy a 


predominant position, and their prohibition could not be 
achieved without a foolproof method of detecting a viola- 


tion of an agreement. 


It is hardly necessary to remind ourselves of the deadly 
perils of radioactivity released by nuclear explosions. Since 
Japan is the only nation which has experienced such 
heinous effects of atomic fission both in wartime and peace, 
our desire for an effective ban on all experiments involv- 
ing nuclear explosions is particularly fervent. 

It was consistent with such a national wish that Japan 
jointly sponsored two weeks ago with Austria and Sweden 
a resolution to the Political Committee of the General 
Assembly, urging the three powers to make further efforts 
for an early conclusion of an agreement banning nuclear 


weapons tests. 


The vote of the Political Committee on Monday ap- 
proving the Irish proposal calling for international action 
to prevent the spread of nuclear weapons beyond the 
present nuclear powers shows that the over-all problem 
is being given serious consideration.

Eisenhower's Forthcoming Trip to Asia Meets With Warm Approval 


President Eisenhower's forth-

other aspects of U.S. world pol- 
iey were the topics of major 
interest to the commentators 
last week. 


Eisenhower to Travel 


President Eisenhower's deci- 
sion to visit various Asian cap- 
itals on his way to the Decem- 


ber meeting of the Western Big. 


Four in Paris was warmly ap- 
proved on all sides. A personal 
appearance by the chief execu- 
tive would constitute, most col- 
umnists thought, a publicity tri- 
umph of the first order for the 
United States. Given the low 
state of Sino-Indian relations 
caused by China’s border ag- 
gressions, special importance 
was attached to the President's 
scheduled talks with Prime Min- 
ister Nehru. 


The so-called “Buy American” 
trend in U.S. foreign aid also 
came in far some discussion, as 
did foreign military aid in gen- 
eral and America’s global mill- 
tary strategy. 

Henry 8S. Hayward, in the 
Christian Science Monitor, ob- 
served that only specific bar- 
gaining at the conference table 
next year will show whether a 
real East-West detente is pos- 
sible. Meanwhile, however, 
both the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union are avoiding provocation. 
Eisenhower's trip through Asia 
is not in conflict with the de- 
tente policy. “For if a detente 
is to develop and if the cold 
war actually is to be turned off 
in Europe, it surely will be the 
wisest of precautions to try to 
ensure, through closer contacts, 
against its being turned on in 
Asia.” } 

David Lawrence, in U.S. News 
and World Report, said the 
main value of Eisenhower's trip 
will be'the publicity gained in 
the countries on the itinerary. 
The U.S. point of view is not 
given much press attention in 
these countries, but the Presi- 
dent’s visit will be a big event. 
“Publicity of this kind is worth 
every sacrifice of time and ener- 
gy that an American President 
can make. For it helps to 
achieve for the U.S. a position

of strength in the world—a posi- 
tion before friendly peoples that 
is unattainable through years 
and years of effort in other 
ways.”

They once 
were at least partially true, how- 
ever, and this memory lingers 
on. 

State Department records 
show that at least 497 Chinese 
residents of the United States 
have left for Communist China 
since Aug. 1, 1955. 

In the past two years this 
movement has declined to a 
trickle, an official said, but no 
restrictions have been imposed. 

The “American Iron Curtain”

Farmers’ Debts 

Gov. Kingo Machimura of 
Hokkaido has decided to embark 
on a new method of liquidating 
farmers’ debts by using state 
funds for creation and mainten- 
ance of owner-farmers. Liquida- 
tion of farmers’ debts is one of 
his public pledges. For this 
purpose, the governor is seeking 
revision of the Law for the Use 
of the Owner-Farmer Creation 
and Maintenance Fund. Machi- 
mura’s debt liquidation idea 
places emphasis on farmers’ 
debts owned to the agricultural 
cooperative associations and 
other farm organs. This gives 
rise to a doubt that his plan can 
relieve farmers of their debts 
substantially, because many of 
them owe big debts not only te 


farm organs but also to usurers 
and others. It is to be hoped 
that the Hokkaido Government, 
in addition to its efforts for 
liquidation of farmers’ debts, 
will extend positive guidance to 
the agricultural cooperative: as- 
sociations for rationalizing their 
operations and lowering inter- 
ests on their loans to farmers.

Health Insurance

Canada, 


some of our more prosperous al- 
lies to get into the long-term as- 
sistance act to new countries. 
Instead of preparing them for 
the do-it-yourself deal, we 
spring it on them suddenly.” 

Constantine Brown, in the 
Washington Star, declared that 
the U.S. in view of its gold 
problem, must reexamine its 
military assistance programs. 
Billions of dollars have been 
poured into West Europe, but 
now these countries have staged 
massive economic recoveries 
and can afford to provide their 
own military muscle. 

On the other hand, the U.S. 
has been stingy with countries 
far more in danger from Com- 
munist aggression, countries 
which cannot afford great mili- 
tary expenditures. “It is in the 
Asian areas extending from 
Turkey to South Korea that 
American arms support must be 
further developed ...A _ real- 
istic approach, based on the 
military merits and necessities 
of each of the recipients of Ame- 
rican assistance, will unques- 
tionably bring about a more 
substantial saving of dollars 
and render that assistance more 
in keeping with the strategic 
needs of the Free World.” 

Roscoe Drummond, in the 
Washington Post, called atten- 
tion to the warnings of General 
Maxwell Taylor on defense poli- 
cy. The recently retired Chief 
of Staff of the Army believes the 
U.S. has weakened its security 
by relying exclusively on mas- 
sive nuclear retaliation. On the 
level of nuclear weapons there 
is now a “mutual deterrence” 
between the U.S. and Russia, 
which means that it is much 
more likely that future wars 
will be of the “limited” type. 
The U.S. is not now equipped 
to fight those limited, local wars, 
which can undermine our whole 
world position. The U. S. must 
expand its capability for fight- 
ing limited wars so it does not 
have to turn the cheek to local 
aggressors because the only al- 
ternative is nuclear warfare. 
These views of General Taylor 
deserve the deepest considera- 
tion. 


Other Commentary 


Robert 8. Allen, in his syndi- 
cated column, claimed that Ni- 
kita Khrshchev and Marshal 
Tito “are in the process of end- 
ing their feuding and getting 
together again.” The State De- 
partment has information that 
the two leaders met secretly 
during Khrushchev’s recent “va- 
cation” trip to Romania and 
that the Yugoslavian leader is 
planning a trip to Moscow in 
December, “ . . . Khrushchev is 
again wooing Tito as part of 
his over-all plan to abate the 
cold war on both sides of the 
Iron Curtain. From inside in- 
dications, this effort is making 
headway with Tito.” 


Joseph Barry, in his syndicat- 
ed column, concluded from De 
Gaulle’s press conference last 
week that “Peace, like a light 
at the end of a long corridor, 
at last is visible in Algeria.” 
The French President has now 
not only announced his read- 
iness to negotiate a cease-fire 
but also his assurance that free 
campaigning for free elections 
will be guaranteed. No one 
knows the exact conditions De 
Gaulle has in mind for the 
interim period between the 
cease-fire and the elections to 
determine Algeria’s future. But 
if the rebel leaders are reason- 
able and courageous they will 
respond to France’s invitation 
to talk. “The war, which enters 
its sixth year this month, may 
see November mark its armistice 
and peaceful resolution.” 

Max Lerner, in the New 
York Post, thought that Prime 
Minister Ben-Gurion’s smashing 
victory in the Israeli elections, 
when contrasted with the re- 
cent Tory sweep in England, 
was an instructive commentary 
on socialism’s current appeal. 
“In highly industrialized coun- 
tries, especially in Europe, it is 
losing its appeal. In the still 
underdeveloped countries of the 
Middle East and Asia the soci- 
alist program and emphasis, 
whatever the party label, has a 
meaning and a future. To put 
it differently, state ownership 
and enterprise—which do not 
make much sense to people in 
an industrialized society where 
investment capital is available 
—make much more sense in a 
society where only the state 
can assure the necessary capit- 
al in crucial enterprises.”

A GUIDE TO READING AND 
WRITING JAPANESE. Edited by 
Fiorence Sakade, Kenji Emori, 
Ralph Friedrich, and Susumu 
Ohashi, Charles Tuttle Company, 
288 pp. Y900. 


This is one of the most useful 
Japanese language books to ap- 
pear for a long time; it is also 
the first to offer an attractive 
entrance into the labyrinth 
which is written Japanese. 


The layout is simplicity itself. 
There is no _ description of 
characters as such, no real or 
fancied resemblances between a 
given “kanji” and, let us say, 
a man asleep under a tree, or 
an open umbrella; there is no 
talk about ideographs at all. 
Instead, they are presented. 


All of the 881 essential 
characters prescribed by the 
Ministry of Education as the 
minimum requirement for Japa- 
nese elementary school are 
given in chart form. The Chi- 
nese reading, the Japanese read- 
ing, the definitions, and the 
number of strokes are all given. 
The “kanji” itself is accom- 
panied by a chart which, in 
progressive fashion, shows the 
proper order of the strokes 
and each is followed by com- 
pounds illustrating its use in 
forming common words. This 
description may sound com- 
plicated but the presentation is 
actually extremely simple. 


The essential-characters sec- 
tion is followed by the 1,850 
general-use characters (again 
including the original 881) 
adopted by law for general 
publication use. These are ar- 
ranged in order of complexity 
from the single stroke charac- 
ter, to a 23-stroke monster. 


This is followed by a list of 
new characters being added, 
some additional readings and 
simplified writings, and a list 
of characters to be dropped 
(official revision of the language 
being at present fluid), and the 
volume is concluded with both 
the “hiragana” and “katakana” 
sy Uabaries. 


Also, and the publishers 
probably did not intend this 
since they nowhere mention it, 
the pages are so designed that 
they can be folded (“kanji” on 
one side; English on the other) 
thus obviating the all too fre- 
quent desire during drill and 
review to peek and cheat. 


So, if one is going to try and 
learn this formidable language 
by oneself (though the book is 
equally welladapted to class- 
room use I should think) this 
volume is the best one yet. 


I have taken to carrying it 
with me on buses and trains 
(where one may receive cor- 
roboration, and the inspiration 
to continue, by looking at the 
billboards out the window and 
the advertisements within the 
car itself) and have already 
mastered the first three pages— 
I now finally know my num- 
bers.—D.R.

Editorial Criticism of ROK 


To the Editor: 
In your editorial last Friday 
(Nov. 13), headlined “Japan's 


Egotistical Neighbors,” you al- 
leged that the Republic of Ko- 
rea is putting “various forms of 
pressure” upon Japan. 
The editorial writer then 
quoted President Rhee as say- 
last Wednesday that he was 
willing to make substantial and 
lasting changes in the Peace 


Line as part of an over-all agree- 


ment and friendship of equality 
between Korea and Japan. 


How can this be interpreted 
as a form of “pressure?” It is a 
well-known fact that Japan 
blamed Korea as adamant on 
the Peace Line question. I am 
now at a loss to understand the 
editorial criticiam which was 
made on President Rhee's fair- 
minded generous words, 


May I remind your editorial 
writer that President Rhee also 
last January made similar re- 
marks on the Peace Line. How 
did Japan react to this, our 
Government's willingness to 
meet Japan half way? Answer: 
by ignoring the offer and, only 
a few days later, by taking 
unilateral action on a matter 
then before the relevant com- 
mittee of the ROK-Japan over- 
all talks that had been set up 
to discuss problems of Korean 
residents in Japan. 


As your editorial writer is 
misconstruing ROK policy to- 
ward Japan and this is lixely 
to serve to further delay realiza- 
tion of Korea-Japan friendship, 
I find it necessary to set the rec- 
ords straight: , 


1. You alleged that Pres- 
ident Rhee’s statement on the 
“temporary” nature of the Peace 
Line “is tantamount to an ad- 
mission that the line was really 

» « « @8 an instrument 
for putting pressure on this 
country.” No, it isn’t. We have 
repeatedly made clear the back- 
ground and the multiple pur- 
poses of the Peace Line: conser- 
vation of fishery resources, pre- 
vention of clashes between 
Koreans and Japanese, defense 
as a nation in state of war legal- 
ly and virtually against Com- 
munists, and keeping off Com- 
munists spies from infiltration, 
ete. I, therefore, don't think it 
necessary to repeat them all 
here again. President Rhee’s ex- 
planatory remarks of last Wed- 
nesday on the background of 
the Peace Line which you failed 
to quote in this regard will, I 
believe, clear up any miscon- 
struction: 


“Perhaps some critics have 
too easily forgotten that during 
the occupation of 40 years, Japan 
monopolized the Korean fishing 
grounds. Korean fishermen were 
deprived of their livelihood, and 
the waters were exploited.” 


In his statement to the As- 
sociated Press, President Rhee 
further noted that “when Korea 
regained its independence and 
sovereignty, it was suggested 
that Korean fishermen mono- 
polize the eastern sea for an 
equivalent period of 40 years. 
Considering the richness of the 
fishing grounds, this seemed too 
harsh a policy, and it was decid- 
ed to divide the waters equally.” 


“That gave Japan a fair quota 
of fish, and averted clashes be- 
tween the two peoples; protec- 
tion against smuggling and Com- 
munist infiltration also were in- 
volved on the Korean side .. .« 
This demarcation is not an as 
sertion of sovereignty. “It is a 
temporary measure ... as the 
consequence of a very special 
set of circumstances. | 


“Agreement and a friendship 
of equality between Korea and 
Japan could stimulate the re- 
moval of all- necessity for the 
Peace Line in the course of 
time. 


“Given harmony and ‘rust, 
the Korean and Japanese people 
one day will fish the eastern sea 
side by side without the 
slightest conflict and with re- 
spect to agreed measures of 
conservation. That is the way 
to solve the problem, and it 
certainly implies substantial 
and lasting changes in ‘he 
fishing line. When peace is as- 
sured, there will be no further 
need for the Peace Line.” 

I hope you agree with me, 
Mr. Editor, that as Japan con- 
siders the Peace Line problem 


one of the most important be. 
tween our two countries, then 
your readers are entitied to a 
mare detailed explanation of 
how the other party looks on 
the dispute than the very limit. 
- quotes given in your editori- 
al. 


2. Your editorial alleged 
that “it is not too clear what 
President Rhee'’s demand for 
‘equality’ with Japan is sup- 
posed to mean.” I belleve that 
the President clarified this ques- 
tion when he, in his statement 
to the AP, emphasized that “re- 
quirements for over-all settle. 
ment between Korea and Japan 
are very simple: consistent 
Japanese fairness, sincerity, 
and determination to do the 
right thing. We have been nego- 
tiating with the Japanese for 
eight years, and the results are 
almost entirely negative, Un- 
informed observers might think 
that Korea had occupied Japan, 
and not the contrary.” 


I might add that equality also 
means equal willingness to live 
up to agreements reached at the 
conference table. Japan cannot 
dispute the fact that she has 
violated and ignored several of 
the agreements already reached 
in the preliminary talks of 
1957; Japan has also shown no 
hesitation to act unliaterally on 
several occasions, as illustrated, 
for example, by her decision to 
send unemployed and maltreat- 
ed Koreans here to Communist- 
held northern Korea, 


Equality also means equal re- 
sponsibility to face the fact of 
Communist aggression in Asia. 
It also means that Japan must 
recognize the fact that the Re- 
public of Korea is in a virtual 
state of war with the puppet 
regime in northern Korea, and 
that any step to help our ene- 
mies is bound to harm our coun- 
try. Equality also means equal 
responsibility to face the fact, 
finally, that it was Japan who 
wronged Korea, that Japan has 
not yet paid her debt, and that 
no rapprochement is possible 
unless Japan is willing to meet 
Korea half-way. Denunciations 
of Korean offers as “pressure” 
certainly don’t help to create a 
climate of friendship. 


3. You assert that “Far be 
it from us to defend ali the 
features of that occupation (Ja- 
pan’s occupation of Korea), but 
it must be patent to all sensible 
men that Japan conferred many 
benefits on Korea of a practical 
character, and that “Japan 
might well have a considerable 
counterclaim in this matter.” 
While I believe that the editor 
slipped these provocative words 
unawares, I cannot but invite 
his attention to the fact that 
these words are reminiscent of 
the statement made by Kani- 
chiro Kubota, Japan’s chief del- 
egate to the over-all talks that 
collapsed in the autumn of 1955 
just because of Kubota’s the-oc- 
cupation-benefited-you state- 
ment. 


It is with great regret to note 
these offending words printed 
in the editorial column of a re- 
spected newspaper. 

What would have been your 
reaction if the Hungarians had 
succeeded in kicking out the 
Russian troops in 1956 and Mos- 
cow, at a later stage, had pro- 
claimed that the Hungarians 
should be grateful for the oc- 
cupation they had been forced 
to endure? Or if Peiping made 
any similar statement after the 
day—let us hop. it will come— 
the Tibetans have succeeded in 
winning their freedom?
